The Eepublicana of Colorado held a 


Judicial Convention at Denver lasl 
Wednesday and nominated Hon. Samuel 
H. Elbert. of Denver, for Judge of the 
Sapreme Court. A series of resolutions 
were adopted congratulating the party 
on the death of factionalism within the 
party of Colorado ; indorses the resolu- 
tions of the Silver Convention held in 
Denver in January last, deprecates the 
importation of contract labor ; declares 
in favor of arbitration to settle disputes 
between capital and labor, and insists 
on the strict enforcement of the civil 
service laws.

A notable 
feature of the proceedings of th« con- 
vention was the entire absence of fac- 
tional feeling m the party, the leaders 
in speeches pledging themselves to work 
together harmoniously henceforth for 
the success of the party in Colorado.

The Treat- , 
ury is gradually taking up the one and 
two dollar notes, and no reisirae will be 
made until after the meeting of Congress. 
The object is to ascertain what amount 
of silver can ba conveniently held in 
circulation; and in a few months this 
qnestion can be better answered than 
now. 
As a very large and increasing 


amount of change is wanted, silver will 
of course be called for, and thuff insen- 
sible and without any disturbance, a very 
large proportion of the surplus silver 
will come into us<\ 
Many years ago 


silver was almost exclusively the metal' 
he currency of this and almost every 
otner country; and there is no reason- 
able objection to it. 
When people be- 


come accustomed to it, they will like it 
just as they 1 iked the old fractional 
currency now wholly out of use, and 
tbnt nobody would propose a return to. 
In Europe, particularly in Germany, 
effoits are making to leetore silver to the 
place* from which, through the influence 
of the money kings, it w s displaced. 
It Will be fortunate for this country it 
it does not fall into the blunder of re- 
jecting silver, which has been tha curse 
of those lands. Everybody knows, who 
know-i anything about the*Hubject, that 
the bulliou value of silver is now quite 
equal to the average value of silver and 
S»ld as measured by staple articles for 
many years, aud that a persistence in 
tUo present policy of England in adher- 
ing to gold only, will 
result in a 


coobtaut contraction of values, with the 
necessary evil consequences, for gold 
is steadily becoming scarcer and dearer. 
For several years the 
Mlpply ha» 


diminished, while the world's wanto 
have increased, and this process i* 
likely to go on until gold tan no longer 
!>e ndvuutageonsly used as a common 
meusure of value.
